Woe are glad to find that a lively interest 
is being taken in the Hongkong Corinthian 
Sailiog Club—a young club which hos just 
started on o promising career. It will bo 
romembored that a protest was lodged in 
connection with the last race. The follow- 
ing decision bas been given thereupon :— 


The protests lodged by tho respective 
owuers of the Dai and Christine, in con- 
pection with a foul during the race for the 
Presideni’s Cup on the 4th instant, have 
had my careful c-nederation, and I ave 
urrived at the couclusion that the Christine 
was justified in the course she followed 

Rulo 21 of the Yacht Racing Asweiation 
clearly Jaya down that ‘a yacht ovurtaking 
another rholl keep out of the way of the 
overtaken yacht: and a yaoht way loff aos 
she pleases to prevent another yacht pasa- 
ing to windward, but must sever boar 
- wey out of her course to ilinder the other 


congidered that on which the Jeading yacht 
uf the two carries her niain boot.’ 

To guard against possible sbuse of thia 
cule, the Cuuncil of the Facht Recing Asso- 
ciation have decided that if a leading yaclit 
allows another, yucht to come up on her 
weather, aud to be actually in the oct of 
passing ahead, the yacht to leeward may 
not deliberately luff for the mere purpose 
of causing a foul, 

The relative positions of tho Dai and the 
Christine, and the direction of the wiad, 
heing agreed by both owners, there 
mained but ono point for my decision ;

Yacht acing being governed by special 
rules, distinct from the gen ‘rule of 
the rond,’ I held, . as ve intimuted 
above, that the Dat had nat established 
an ‘overlap’; that there was timo and 
opportunity for her to luff in reply to 
tho Christine's sotion ; aud that the foul 
was due to the Dai endeavouring to pass 
the Christine too closely to windward, —* 

While upholding the Christine's action in 
this oise, 1 desire to express my disapproval 
of. euch ‘sharp practice,’ which so nearly 
approaches abuso of privileges, I would 
draw attention to the advice uivon by the 
accepted authority, Mr’ Dizon Kemp, that 
if a leading yaoht datermines that an over. 
taking yacht shall not pass her to windward 
‘do not wait until her. bowsprit is over 
your ‘quater before yuu luff, but. ‘take a 
wipe sut across, her when sho ie 50 yards 
off or so.’ And I would impress on each 
and all of the membprs of the Club the 
commendable maxitn circulated by the 
Council of The Yacht Ricing Association :

hai by tlie Zungchoto on Thursday morning 
and made fast tothe New Dock Whart.. 
On the way down from. the scene of the 
disaster.a strong N.W. galo was experien- 
ced, and on-the moraing of 30th December 
the ‘wreck. bumped su: hard ‘against tho 
side of the Zxigehow that it had to be 
cast adrift,’ The Shanghai drifted ashore 
near the North Tree, and the chief and 
second: offie rethought it beat ta go on 
shora,.
